Of  Presley  Procession 


MEMPHIS,  Tenn.  (UPI) 
— Ten  white  Cadillacs  led 
Slvis  Presley's  funeral  pro- 
fession out  the  gates  of  his 
nansion  Thursday  and  thou- 
sands of  mourners  burst  into 
;ears  at  the  sight  of  his  cof- 
fin. . , 

“He’s  gone,  hes  gone, 
sobbed  a woman  in  the 
crowd  of  6.000  standing 
across  the  street  from 
Graceland  Mansion,  where 
earlier  in  the  day  two  young 
women  wrere  killed  and  a 
third  injured  by  a hit-and- 
run  driver. 


Behind  the  lead  motorcy- 
cles came  a Cadillac  bearing 
Vernon  Presley,  his  father, 
and  behind  that  the  white 
hearse  carrying  the  un- 
draped coffin. 

Behind  the  hearse  rode  his 
divorced  wife  Priscilla,  her 
face  red  beneath  her  veil, 


Presley’s  funeral  brings 
back  memories  of  similar 
crowds  of  mourners  who 
turned  out  by  the  thousands 
for  the  funeral  of  Rudolph 
Valentino,  the  great  silent 
screen  lover,  who  died  51 
years  ago.

‘ Sam ’ Report 
Spurs  Furor 


NEW  YORK  (UPI)  - 
A pretrial  probation  re- 
port on  David  Berkowitz 
after  he  was  arrested 
and  charged  as  the  “Son 
of  Sam”  murderer  last 
week  recommended 
that  he  be  freed  without 
bail  pending  trial,  it  was 
disclosed  Thursday. 

The  report,  by  the 
Pre-trial  Services  Agen- 
cy, was  obtained  and  re- 
leased to  reporters  by 
Mayor  Abraham  D. 
Beame,  who  said  he  was 
“infuriated”  when  he 
learned  of  the  recom- 
mendation.

Ann-Margret,  Bob  Hope, 
Burt  Reynolds,  John  Wayne, 
Chet  Atkins,  Charlie  Pride 
and  George  Hamilton  were 
among  the  150  invited,  a 
family  spokesman  said. 

Jacqueline  Kennedy  Onas- 
sis  and  her  daughter  Caro- 
line came  to  the  mansion 
Wednesday  night  to  pay  their 
respects,  said  Frank  Esposi- 
to, brother  of  Presley’s  road 
manager,  but  did  not  stay 
for  the  private  funeral.
